The Adams County Free library 
hopes to open its new home on East 
High street to the public within the 
next two weeks, it was disclosed at 
the October meeting of the library's 
board of directors Friday evening 
Before their meeting the directors 
Inspected the renovation work in 
the former county jail building and 
then raised their sights on the cur­ 
rent building fund drive when C. A 
Cluck, building chairm an, told them 
improvements at the Jail will cost 
over $7,400 about $3,000 more than 
earlier estimates. 
The library now has $5,009 in Its 
building 
fund.' 
including 
$4,200 
raised in a Gettysburg campaign 
in July Friday evening. Chairm an 
O. H Benson of the finance com­ 
m ittee said 15,000 letters soliciting 
building fund donations from per­ 
sons outside Gettysburg have been 
mailed

Recent donations to that fund in ­ 
cluded $100 from

university faculty 
member who was one of the o r­

Adams county farm ers received 
approximately 
$325,000 
from 
the 
Federal government during the past 
year in crop loans and for special 
farming practices, a survey com­ 
pleted today disclosed. 
For their 1948 rom crop 68 farm ­ 
ers, with 45.643 bushels of com on 
W'hlch loans were granted, and 34 
farm ers with 33 000 bushels of corn 
for which purchase agreem ents were 
made with the Commodity Credit 
corporation, 
received 
$125.052 37 
They .secured $1.59 per bushel for the 
corn under loans or purchase agree­ 
ments. Under the loans the Federal 
government advanced the ti 50 per 
bushel and farmers have the choice 
of selling at a higher am ount per 
bushel and repaying the loan, or of 
surrendering the corn at such time 
as the government may set for such 
surrender, 
In addition 105 farm ers so far 
have received $67,165 in loans on 
30,263 bushels of wheat The amount 
does not represent the entire am ount 
th a t will have been loaned by the 
end of the current period. Farm ers 
are still able to place 1949 wheat 
under loan 
A total of $134,200 has been ex­ 
pended in the county during the 
past year on cash practices includ­ 
ing the purchase of lime, and fer­ 
tilizer, 
seeding 
of ladino 
clover, 
seeding domestic rye grass as a win­ 
ter cover crop, clearing land for 
establishm ent for perm anent pasture 
and other agricultural conservation 
practices. 
Officials of the Agricultural Con­ 
servation Program branch of the 
Production and M arketing Admin­ 
istration, U S. D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture, point out th a t the cash 
practices payments are designed to 
promote the carrying out of such 
practices as will develop the farms 
and provide for better farm land and 
conservation of natural resources. 
The 1476 Adams county farm ers 
who were paid for the various prac­ 
tices utilized large quantities of lime 
and superphosphate to better the 
soil. 
Thirty-tw o thousand tons of lim*1 
were placed on the land of various 
farmers under the program Of that 
amount 
25.000 
was 
purchased 
through arrangem ents made by the 
local Agriculture Conservation office 
and 7,000 
was purchased by the 
farmers, who then received a reim ­ 
bursement of about $2 20 a ton. Ar­ 
rangem ents to secure the reimburse­ 
ment had also to be made through 
the county office prior to the pur­ 
chases.

The fanners placed 1000 tons of 
superphosphate on their farms undei 
the government program and for 
other 
cash 
practices, 
including 
many farm activities, the fanners 
. werr paid $56,000 under the pro­ 
gram by which the government re­ 
imburses the fanner for p*art of the 
cost of the various practices. 
The 1949 program found fewer 
farmers completing their planned 
work in time to secure the reim ­ 
bursement. In 1948 a total of 1,499 
farmers completed practices 
But 
this year more lime and super­ 
phosphate was placed on farms, and 
more cash was paid out for other 
practices. In 1948 a total of 700 tons 
of superphosphate was placed on 
the fields under the program, and 
a to*al of 28.378 tons of lime was 
unpiled under the pro ram 
More 
farmers bought their owrn lime and 
were reimbursed under the cash 
lime practice in 1919 than in 1948 
In 194R the number of tons secured 
by direct purchase by the farmer 
was 2 495 as compared to 7,000 tons 
this year. 
Farmers also received a much 
larger am ount for various other cash 
practices this year compared to the 
previous year. In 1948 the total for 
cash practices was $18,000—a total 
of $63,665 for all practices includ­ 
ing lime as compared to 1949 s figure 
of $56,000 for other cash practices 
or a total of $134,200 for all practices 
including the placing of lime and 
fertilizer. 
Next year an rven larger sum will

He spoke 
at the first fall meeting of the G et­ 
tysburg chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution Tile ses­ 
sion was held in the YWCA. 
Noting that Pennsylvania Week 
will be celebrated from O(tober 17 
to 24, Sheadj; pointed out: "It ttnis 
both fitting and proper that the 
Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion should stress that period in the 
history of Pennsylvania from wha h 
your organization gets its inspira­ 
tion and its reason for existence 
“As the central colony among the 
13 original colonies, Pennsylvania 
held an im portant geographic posi­ 
tion during the struggle with the 
mother country. On the eve of the 
Revolutionary 
war, 
Pennsylvania 
was the third largest colony, al­ 
though the next to the last to be 
founded Its unusual spirit of free­ 
dom and tolerance made its citizens 
natural leaders in the cause of in­ 
dependence, and this was especially 
true of the Scotch-Irish of the fron­ 
tier.

lost most of its trade, and the

Young 
Women's Christian Association will 
receive $2,500 from the forthcom­ 
ing Community Chest drive, sched­ 
uled to begin next Friday. 
The YWCA is one of six organ­ 
izations participating in the second 
annual drive of the Community 
Chest.’ The Chest goal this year is 
$19,900. 
W ith the arrival of Miss Ruth 
Doud as executive director in Sep­ 
tember, the YWCA is preparing to 
expand its services in the m onths 
ahead. 
While the "building of a fellowship 
of women and girls devoted to the 
task of realizing in our common life 
those ideals of personal and social 
living to which we are committed 
by our faith as Christians" is the 
stated goal of the YWCA, it is as 
well know in the community for 
the large number of 
services it 
renders. 
To hundreds of women it is best 
known as a place to wait and rest 
Any woman may go to the YWCA 
building on Center square and use 
its parlor to rest while waiting for 
friends, get a second breath while 
shopping or await the arrival of 
husband or son with a car. And by 
the hundreds the women of the 
community use it for th a t purpose. 


A second service offered by the 
YWCA is that of providing a com- j 
munity building. Rotary meets there 
and dozens of organizations during 
the course of the year use the parlors 
of the YWCA as a place to hold 
monthly 
or 
irregular 
meetings. 
Every week three or four organiza­ 
tions gather there and in addition 
a large number of committees of 
organizations use the parlors as a ;
